Dr. Amry Vandenbosch. 
chosen most distinguished 

■ at the University in 1945 by 
members of the faculty, spoke at 
Memorial hall Tuesday night on his 
finding, during three months of re- 
search on small nations. He dis- 
cussed the place of the small states 
in international politics and or- 
ganization. 

The status of a country is determ- 
ined by its military power in actual 
warfare. Dr. Vandenbosch said. 
Voting Equality 
Equality of voting power between 
large and small nations will produce 
an international organization that 
is "sterile and impotent." he said. 
The block of the large states by the 
small has been admitted to be one 
of the chief causes of the failure of 
the League of Nations by Gen. Jan 
C. Smuts, originator of the Idea of 
allowing the small states a large 
voice in the 



The place of the small states in 
the United Nations Organization 
will not be as great as in the 
League. Dr. Vandenbosch said. Be- 
cause Great Britain. Russia and the 
United States bore the brunt of the 
war. their statesmen insisted that 
they should have a stronger place 
in the international 
than in the League, he 

The small nations hav* faced 



both praise and criticism of Ihetr 
ice in the world, the speaker said 
In further defining the position of 
the small states. 
He charged that the small state Is 
in anachronism in a day of ex- 
panding and intensified technology, 
a hinderance to economic progress 
and higher standards of living - 
He said it was not an argument 
agamst the small state, but rather 



against

large states were just as guilty as 
the small in this, he said. 

Sneaking for the small states. Dr. 
Vandenbosch stated that "we shall 
have to admit that there is an ele- 
ment of truth In their contention 
that they contribute more than their 
share to the world's cultural goods." 
Military Power 

Military power might not be de- 
termined by the size of a country in 
the future, since the possession of 
the atomic bomb by the smaller 
states would prove a threat to the 
larger states, he stated. 

Concluding, he stated: 

"If nationalism succumbs to rival 
Ideologies, the result very probably 
will be the merging of the smaller 
states with the larger ones, until 
the world is divided into two or 
three huge hostile camps 

"But our concern Is not for states 
as such; our concern should be 
primarily for small of weak indi- 
viduals, for those under-privileged 
throughout the world who go to bed

Perhaps a unmlxr of direct cptestions will help 
future crusaders ol fraternity wellare come more* 
rloselv te> ihe |xiint-ol-issue. Whv, for example, 
if fraternities are now so much in demand, is 
there so much emphasis on the "rushing" ol new 
men'" It would seem that the fraternities could 
sit smuglv by and wait for the important |x-ople 
to come theii wav. W hy, if the liaterniiy svs- 
tem has so much to make it invaluable as a pow- 
erful instrument in university, progress, did a 
fraternity in a certain southern university put 
up as one of its drawing cards the fart that it 
had the best filing svstcins ol themes, term pa|>ers 
and tests on the caiiipusr Why. it thev are a col- 
lection of MM working toward a common goal, 
did we see a man, at one time pilot of a M4, 
living to catch sparrows at midnight to satisfy 
the whims of his "brothers"? W hy. il fraternities 
are so democratic, do the manuals slate that men 
without sufficient funds should not he rushed? 
W'hv is there a premium put on money? What 
prompted the new pledge to say, "You have to 
|>e dishonest or you can't get by"? Let our cru- 
sader answer these questions satisfactorily for 
us, and we can at least say that he has no longer 
begged the question. 

W E do not take exception to the possibility 
that fraternities could serve a definite and ix.si- 
tive ptii|x>se on university campuses; our ques- 
tion is, do they? To many it seems that univer- 
sity fraternities have lost sight of the purpose 
for which they were originally founded. Where 
is the scholarship now? Why tab .stude nts now 
ute the, fraternity' as ;', an excuse tor a lack of 
scholarship rather than! as was first intended; a 
ii'ason for scholarship? Why dcx-s the introvert 
now sii :n home withoaai the fraternity which 
was onte used to help orient him to a college 
campus? Is it possible that the fraternity no 
longer has a place for him? 

All we ask is that future writers on this ques- 
tion retrain from living to amaze us with enor- 
mous figures, that they put aside their general- 
ities and ee»me to ihe |x>int at h.intl. We ask 
them to lx- simple in their approach, factual in 
their statements, and we ask llieni, alxive all else-, 
not to lx-g the question. 

If fraternities are not cliques working for the 
progress ol the individuals rather than lor the 
improvement of the univeisity as a whole, give 
us concrete evidence, definite prexil. II fralei ni- 
nes have a puriMise. let us have that fmrptne.

Dr. Plummer 
Writes About 
Watterson 

By t'arl "Hoot" Combs 

In an article in the February IB. 
1916 issue of Editor and Publisher. 
Dr. Niel Plummer. head of the 
Journalism department. quoted 
Henry Watterson. who practiced the 
journalism profession in Louisville 
for a half century, as saying that 
non-sty and ind.-pendence on the 
editorial page make strong news- 
papers. 

It is the first article by Dr. Plum- 
mer to aopear in the national news, 
paper which is the oldest publisher's 
and advertisers' newspaper In 
America. 

In his article Dr. Plummer quotes 
"Marse Henry" as saying. "It h<>s 
been my rule, aim and effort in my 
newspaper career to print nothing 
of a man which I would not say to 
his face: to print nothing of a man 
in malic: to look well and think 
twice before consigning a suspect to 
the ruin of printer's ink: to respect 
the old and defend the weak and 
to be good to the girls and square 
with the boys." 

Using Mr Watterson's one-hun- 
dred-sixth birthday as the occasion 
for recalling the famous newspan's 
codes. Dr. Plummer quoted "Marse 
Henry" further as saying when of- 
fered a political job. as a reward for 
his services. ". . . . I cannot help 
feel a kind of resentment." It is 
rather a badge of servitude. For all 
dignities my respect is reverent . . . 
but there is also dignity in duty done 
ing the foreign service when he is 
sion for its own sake: and this 
dignity cannot be enhanced by any 
blue ribbon or titular distinction." 

Dr. Plummer. who received his 
PhD. degree from University of 
Wisconsin in 1940 has been head of 
the journalism department since the 
death of Mr Enoch Grehan.

< ailed upon to devise practical methods 
lur making the polymer and for spinning 
iind drawing it into high-quality yarn. 
Mechanical engineers were given the 
task of designing plant equipment to 
carry out the processes. Organic chem- 
ists were required to develop new dyeing 
agents and to find a size to make knitting

can result from intensive research. Take 
synthetic urea, for example. In 1930, 
urea sold for about 80* a pound. Great 
promise was held for this compound as 
an industrial chemical for fertilizer and 
plastic use — if an inexpensive manufac- 
turing process could l»e found.
